Openh oj.puseil the Cno'inmrnt and Hie war, 
also Rained numerically. 

The Italian Covet niii-ml met and dickered 
and compromised and made laws for the re- 
lief ol the masses whnh did not relieve. Muti.-r,, 
went friuii hud to worse. The refotmist Social- 
ists kepi on promising reform*. The auarchict^ 
led by .Mahttesta. inflamed the manse* but had 
no program to oiler them The ayndlcalislK who 
controlled the Italian Confederation of l-abor. 
propttRa .J the "direct seizure of industries ann; 
their operation by the worker* themselves". Only 
the thin voice vt a growing necllon of the 
Italian Socialist Party, the fonimuniHts. pica hed 
MH-ial revolution— the dcatrurtion ot the c.pital. 
isl- -gon'innient and the establishment of a pro. 
letarian diclutorsirip throuph a So\ict Covern- 
nieni. a« In Kuksih. 

I-ed by anarchists and nyndlcatiats a move 
nient bcnan to spread among the workers for 
beizuifc the factories and operating them for 
themselves. This movemnt ib similar to the 
pulley of the 1. \V. \V. in America, with which 
the workers here are familiar. As the struggle 
between th»- workers and the bosses became 
more acute the workers demanding living 
wage* which tl'p bosses' wou'd not Krant and 
threatened a general lock-out— the workers 
entered t::e factories and attempted to operate 
them. 

Th- th.vr-rnmeiii watched these steps witti 
consternation but did not dare to intervene. The 
soldier* liHd more than once manifested a 
li\el> sympathy for the workers and could not 
be trusted to shoot them down in cold blood 
su.i..!> I'll Uthlni; and operating factor!*-* In 
order to feed their women and children. 

The seizure o: factories reached auch a 
stage that n!i government and Industry w*s . 
paralysed. The Government and the capitalist 
class knew this would tail bo they left their 
bads oft" and waited. So did the Communist* 
Tne Communist*, preach-d that such a move- 
nient was Lounrt in tail as the workers could 
not oyei ate the factories themselves under a 
capitalist system ami government. The Commun- 
ists preach-d that state-power wa« necessary 
to centralize production, distribution and ex- 
cliange. Stale-power was necessary to atMihbti 
piUate prop.-riy rights, State-power was ueces- 
sary to compel the clerks, the industrial experts, 
the engine, is. the accountants, the managers 
and superintendent*, etc. to Biop sabntaKiuf; 
and coin lime functioning in industry. Stale. power 
was necessary to iarue the d'Trees and inforce 
them to iiulionali/i the banks, the mines, tb.i 
railroads, the warehouses and the land, Stat", 
power wa> necessary to crush the counter-re- 
volution oi the capitalist class and their henrji. 
inait the bureaucracy, the loyal parts of Hie 
army . the police, the mayors, the governors, 
elc In snort slate power was the fir/t step 
iieee*sur> to insure ttre victory oi the workers, 

lint tin* syndicalists ban no such programme. 
Fated with this spuutaticpiis action on the part 
of tiie rank and hie oi Hie working class ol 
Italy they 'ailed a contention lo decide the 
question oi retaining the factories or returning 
then, on tiie promise ot the capitalist government 
tc • make new laws that would establish some 
form of cooperative produ'tioii In industry he- 
twin the un>k rs and the ownels.. 

Here is wit. re the syndicalist* of Italy h'll 
down with their policy of -'seizure of the in- 
dustries" and ignoring Hie existence of the «u- 
pilahsi government with its army, iMilic- and 
law-making mid law-enforcing powers. 

Syndicalist?-, like lie- Communists-, are op. 
pos.-.i to all form- of government. Hut wheiea* 
the Communists : .-•cognize the necessity ol a 
workers' government m the • transition period 
trom Capitalism to Communism. In order lo«sup. 
press the capitalist class and their counter re. 
viiW.tiohiiry plots to overthrow the wo kers' rule 
to expropriate the capitalist class, and build up 
the mat hinery of government and industry that 
will insure the supremacy of the workers and 
their abilii) l" feed and clothe themselves - lUe 
syndicalist' are eteii opposed to that. 

Their plan is to 'seize tin* Jdlisliles" and 
then the capitalist government will colhips- of 
Itself. After that there is no neOHtdty lo 
fulablish * workeru' government — they only need 
to control and run Lite Industries. 

The convention of Hi** Italian Confederation 
of l-i bor was faced with thi* problem. If it ot. 
fleiallv endorsed the action of the workers In 
nebtiiK 'he factories, und culled upon tliem to 
holrt and operate th'-ni- by HiIh net th* Con- 
federation of l-ab'r Hould hiivo challenged the 
eapil»li»* government ami set lUelf U p » K a 
provl-lonul workers- govirnmeiil In lu alead.

It means the elimination ot 
nniotilani In the Industrie* and It* place I* taken 
by p-presentation of the worker* and the bos»e* 
mi one committee to arbitrate wage?, hour*, 
conditions and disputes in each factory. 

Those of you worker* who ore un r i.rt note 
enough to belong lo eucb union*, tjuch as th« 
Amalgamated (Jarment Work en Union. The lo. 
leruational ladies Garment Worker* Union, and 
others, know what tbla meana. The worked 
are tricked ana a board of arbrltatlon coninel* 
me worker* lo accept whatever awrardt- are 
made Strikes as retaliatory weapons ar» 
frowned upon and the treacherous contract* 
between the union* and the bouse* make it 11- 
ltgal. 

Ab for profit-sharing schemes, these are old 
American capitalist tricks to intenalfy exploit*. 
tion— to increase production at the expense of 
the workers. Profit-sharing breaks down all tbe 
safeguards Hint the worker* have won by tens 
or years of struggle as to hour* and worsinf 
conditions Piofil-sharing means increasing tae 
employers"' profits by increased production due 
to intensified exploitation of the worker*, and a 
return to the old heart-breakiag competition be- 
tween workers and worker* for job*. It meana 
that the bonuses are are held up by the boa- 
sis so that the workers can't strike under paitt 
<jf losing the fruit* of their year** exploitation. 

This it the result which the Italian worker* 
have gained by following the leadership of the 
syndicalists of Italy. Of courae. U Is not the. 
lasi act In the drama. The next act will opea 
with the Itaiiau workers turning lo the Italian 
Communist Party for the overthrow of the 
Italian (apitalist government and the establish 
meat of a Dlctatorshi.i of the Proletariat in the 
form of a Soviet Government, a* ia Russia. The 
Italian workers, after this betrayal by 't&elr 
(iyitiflcalfst am! reformist Socialist leaders, will 
turn nmre and more to Soviet Raasia Tor guid- 
ance. 

They will learn, as the worker* of ail other 
countries, including' America, will learn, tbat 
there Is no peaceful road to their einaacipa- 
tion. Th>-y vcill learn to turn their backs on 
Close leaders w h» counsel "seizure of industry" 
ignoring the capitalist government — and the re- 
fbrnifs-t Soch.JIsts (like Ihc Socialist Party in 
America} who preach to them that they can 
accompl.sh the social revolution by the ballot 
box. They will learn thnt the present cap.tal- 
iot government, whether It be a constitutional 
monarch ,i like Italy or England, or a pariia. 
ineutary democracy like France or the United 
Stares, is the concealed dictatorship at thf c*. 
pitalist class— Die instrument of the capitalist 
elass lo suppress and oppre*.- the working class. 
They v ill learn that this so-called democracy, 
has bei-.*i s, constructed and so developed by, 
the capita' is. that It i* imjKHsible lor th« 
workers t -e it for their own purpoa.-pt. They 
will team i ,,t they roust destroy this form of

metit i -t I unctions only in the interest* of the 
worhi :^ class— a Soviet Government, based up- 
on Worker;," Councils in the shopn and factories, 
trom which those who do no useiul work: 
in society will he excluded. They will learn that 
stK-h a rex tut ion cannot he accomplished pear*, 
fully either through the i>allot-boa, or by tns 
s pcHCefu) seizure of industry. They will !eam 
thiii no ruling dan* ever gave up its power 
witnout h violent struggle with the class that 
bought to displace them as the ruling class.
